W ashington, January 27th —I.’ganictm- 
duced a bill for the free distribution of pure 
vaccine virus. Referred. 
The Sherman funding hill was disenssed, 
and Davis’ amendment, striking out the time 
feature of the new bonds and making them 
payabl? at any time, at the option of the 
liovernment, was carried by 38 to 20. 
Sherman then m-ved to amend, so as to 
make the bands redeemable at the pleasure 
of the Government at any time after January 
1, 1887. 
Harris moved to amend the amendment, 
so as to lessen the peried for the bonds to 
three years. Agreed to—ayes 33, nr es 28. 
Sherman’s amendment, as modified, to 
provide for tbr.'e-year-bonds, was then lost— 
ayes 25, no, a 36. 
The Senate then took up Vest’s amend­ 
ment., which makes the proposed issue $203,­ 
000 000 of 3 per cents the sole basis for an 
ir.cr.'ase of cii dilation by any national binks 
now in exister.ee, or for the circulation of any 
natiocal b ok hereafter estahüsbed. 
Pugh submitted aa amendment modifying 
the provisions of Vest’s amendment, as f .1- 
lows: First, making more emphatic the 
provision that it shall apply only to banks 
hereafter organizing or increasing their capi­ 
tal ; second, striking out the provision which 
forfeits the charter of a national hank if it 
keeps bonds on deposit after they have 
cees-.d to hear interest; third, making Sec­ 
tions 5,159 and 5,160 of the revised statutes 
(which the Vest naierdorent re-enact?) ap; 'y 
only to the new throe per cent?. 
A discussion followed, participated in by 
Hill of Georgia, Pu,l>, Beck and Hawl.y, 
when it was agreed to defer a vote until the 
amendment as proposed to the amendment, 
together with the sections repealed and it- 
enae’ed thereby, could be printed. 
Upon this agreement the bill was inf rur­ 
ally laid aside. 
.Messages from the President were receiv. d, 
transmitting, in further response to the Sen­ 
ate resolution of December, a report from the 
Secretaiyof State embodying the purport of 
the recent tel-grani ir m the Speed E voy 
of the United State?, petting forth the condi­ 
tions of peace presented by Chile ; also, a 
further response to the Secato resolution 
calling for the correspondence touching upon 
a modification of tl.e Olayton-Bolwer Treaty. 
Referred to the Committee on Foreign Rela­ 
tions. 
Adjourned until Monday. 
Ileii-e of B epreeeniatlvcs. 
W ashington, January 27th.—Townsend of 
Illinois offered a res tlution reciting charges 
that certain residents of the Territories, 
known as Mormons, are inciting the Pintes 
and Navajoesin Arizona to lawless outbr.uk?, 
and calling on the Secretary of the Interior 
for any information he may have. Adopted. 
The House then considered the private 
calendar. 
At 4 o’clock the ooramittee rose, and the 
House passed several private bills. 
Frescott of New York, from the Com­ 
mittee on Census, reported the apportion­ 
ment bill, and Colurick presented a minority 
report. 
The bill was made the special order for 
Tuesday. 
The Speaker laid before the House a mes­ 
sage from the President transmitting, in 
further response to the House resolution of 
¡ the 24th instant, the reports of the Secretary 
of State on Chilean :<ff drs; also a communi­ 
cation from the Secretary of toe Navy, iu 
answer to a res Motion of the House calling 
for information relative to certain lands and 
h>rbors known a? the Chiriq ii grant. Re­ 
ferred ; also a communication from the Sec­ 
retary of the Treasury, in answer to a Hou^e 
resolution a-king for information as to the 
national hanks. Referred. 
Adjourned until Monday. 
The Slicnnnn Funding R ill, 
W ashington, January 27th.—Senator Tel­ 
ler, in discussing the Sherman funding bill 
this afternoon, indulged in some criticism upon 
the Republican side of the Senate. He said 
the majoiity of the Republican Senators were 
seeking to perpetuate the national debt in the 
interest of the national hanks ; that the ma­ 
jority of the Republican Senators were 
wedded to the system, and were looking out 
for its interest. He also condemned the pres­ 
ent protective tariff, and said it is not such 
a? the people desire. 
Teller raid he did r.ot like to fly in the fsce 
of his party; that he was voting here with 
the Elemocrats on these questions, but he was 
raised in the Democratic faith, aud when that 
party failed to represent his sentiments he bad 
the courage to leave it, and he was not going 
to be bound by anv party ties now to vote 
against his conviction. 
Sene.tor Sherman denied he was seeking to 
perpetuate the national debt, and thus con­ 
tinue the burdens of taxation. He was try­ 
ing to save the people a million dollars a 
year, and was not working in the interest of 
bondholders. 
T lie Rulwer-Clayton Treafy. 
W a sh in g to n , .January 27th.—Granville, 
in his letter, said that the British Govern­ 
ment relies upon the observance of all the 
engagements of the Bulwer-Clayton Treaty. 
In response, Blaine wrote to Minister 
Lowell, November 29, 1881, saying: “ I 
regret that Hoppen should not have advised 
ms by telegraph of the purport of his Lord­ 
ship’s reply, as it would have enabled me to 
present the arguments of my dispatch of the 
19th instant in more specific forms, as meet­ 
ing a positive issue rather than as generally 
dealing with a subjsct which, for thirty 
years, has been regarded in but one light by 
the pnblic opinion of the United States.” 
Blaine then gives a lengthy summary of the 
historical objections to the Bulwer-Clayton 
Treaty, and of the very decided differences 
of opinion between the governments to which 
its interpretation has given rise. Blaine con­ 
cludes with the statement that the terras of 
the treaty are mutually vexatious, and the 
object of the Government is to free the treaty 
from its embarrassing features. 
The “ Straw Bid " Star Boate Cases. 
_ W ash in gto n, January 27th.—In the straw 
bid star route cases to-day, Bliss stated that 
the prosecution was prepared to admit that 
it had been the practice of persons bidding for 
contracts for carrying the mails to nse the 
same sureties upon all their bids, and to 
justify upon the same specified property on 
all their Dids. He also admitted that in cer­ 
tain cases the amount paid ont by a con­ 
tractor for the performance of mail service 
was more than he had received from 
the Government in payment for such ser­ 
vice. After a short diseussion the opposition 
to the admission of the papers was with­ 
drawn, and Charles H. Dickson was called 
to testify. He was asked by the defense 
whether he had entered into a conspiracy 
with Cabell and Mionix to defraud the Gov­ 
ernment. Objections were entered by the 
prosecu ion, which were sustained. Witnees 
testified that he owns property in Indiana 
worth about 815.000, incumbered for 81,500. 
He denied that he had stated to the contrary 


to Inspector Tidball. Adjourned until Tues­ 
day. 
The Chinese Im m igration Q uestion- The 
Senate B ill. 
W ashington, January 27th.—The Chinese 
bill reported fmm the Committee on Foreign 
Relations by Senator Miller, which is to he 
called up for action in the Senate text 
Wednesday, was trigiually framed with such 
care, and has since been mi' jected by Miller 
and his fellow member.--, o! the sub committee 
to such a critical exauiinatiuv of all its pro­ 
visions, down to the minutest details of its 
phraseology, that the full c mmittee are 
unanimously of the opinion that ir. is not 
susceptible of any further improvement, lt 
will therefore be urged for passage without 
amendment, and if by any possibility the 
bill agreed upon by the House committee 
should pass the House of Representatives 
before this measure passes the Senate, it is 
the intention of the Senate committee to 
c ffer their bill as a substitute for the House 
l bill. If, on the other hand—as now seems fo 
¡ be quim certain—the Senate shall take action 
i -m the subject in advance of the House of 
Representatives, the House committee will 
recommend the passage of the Senate bill.

Panama, January 18th, we learn that Gen­ 
eral Lynch left Lima on the 2d at the head of 
a formidable expedition against the Peruvian 
chieftain Cacerres. The forces of the latter 
were soon dispersed. The Chileans were well 
received by the people along the line of 
march, who hailed them aa deliverers of 
the terrible evil of Montonerroa. The disap­ 
pearance of Cacerres’ troops and the estab­ 
lishment of the Chilean troops iu the 
Junin valley will be of great benefit to the 
center of Pern. It will reopen trade with the 
coast and enable farmers and graziers to get 
their produce to market, and will assist to re­ 
vive bnsiness in Liras. On the night of Jan­ 
uary 4tb, a second expedition started for the 
interior of Pern, but on a more southerly 
route than that taken by General Lynch. 
It was about 3,000 strong, principally eav- 
alry and infantry, nnder command of Colonel 
Lag oss.

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The Dairy on the E lver Bottom s—The 
Best Cora for Ensilage—Early Veg­ 
etables—Taking Bisks. 


Of ell the specialties in farming, the dairy 
has proved in all conn tries and in all ages 
among the most profitable. 
The dairymen 
of Germany are and have always been among 
the most substantial and solid men of the 
country. 
Even in France, where the vine 
and the mulberry tree have given most lucra­ 
tive employment to a large portion of the 
rural population, and where these industries 
have contributed bo much to make French 
agriculture the most wonderfully recuperative 
of the world, the dairy has ever kept those 
engaged in it among the most prosperous and 
well-to-do of the agricultural population. 
Of the A tlantic S', ates, New York takes the 
lead in general prosperity among her farmers, 
and in this great State no portion is so pros­ 
perous and contains bo many wealthy agri­ 
culturists as the counties where dairying 
has been the leading industry from an early 
day. 
The dairy in Ohio has given that State 
more certain and general success than wheat 
culture or wool-growing, notwithstanding Bhe 
has been a leading State in both these 
great industries. 
In whatever country we 
find the dairy, its home has ever been on 
the deep, rich soils of the river bottoms. 
Other localities may for a time seem to take 
the lead in this specialty, ae have the hilly 
lands of Sonoma and Marin, and other coast 
counties in this State, but in the long run 
the low fist alluvial river lands will show 
their superior adaptation to this rich indus­ 
try, and the banks of the Sacramento and 
San Joaquin in fifty years from now will be 
the acknowledged home of the dairy interest 
in California. 
The test of adaptation of lands 
to the dairy is found in their ability to pro­ 
duce an abundance of food for dairy stock, so 
that the cows can obtain it with no more 
traveling than is necessary for their healthy 
condition. 
The test applied as between the 
river bottom and hilly lauds of the coast 
counties, or those of the foothills of the Sierra 
Nevadas,.is abcut as ten to one in favor of 
the river lands. 
That is, 100 acres of the 
river bottoms will, if properly managed, sup­ 
port in good condition about as many dairy 
cows as 1,000 acres of the hilly lands. 
The 
natural 
products of the soil, 
however, 
m ust not 
be 
depended 
upon 
for the 
highest production. 
Cultivation is a neces­ 
sary factor in large production, whether on 
good or poor lands. 
The Hollanders, who 
make their lands pay by the dairy an interest 
on one thousand dollars an acre, do not allow 
a foot of those lands to go to spontaneous 
production. 
Every acre is made to do its 
best in the product to which it is best adapt­ 
ed. 
Some is devoted to grasses which by fer­ 
tilizers and irrigation produce four and five 
crops of hav or greed fodder to the acre. 
Some they put down into roots, and on others 
they plant corn for a summer crop, and sow 
rye for a spring crop. Our river bottom lands 
m ust be made to do duty in the same manner. 
No lands will do their best for the dairy de­ 
voted to the pasture. 
Cows should not be re­ 
quired to gather their own fno”, except to a 
limited extent. 
One acre of land in alfalfa 
or rye grass, if cut and fed to stock, will 
produce about the same as two acres where 
the cow is allowed to harvest her own food as 
in pasture. 
W ith the present condition of 
the river bottoms, subj ect as they are to an­ 
nual overflows, in which the w ater remains 
on the land for a month or moro, neither 
alfalfa or 
rye 
grass 
can 
be depended 
upon except by annusl sowing. 
By an­ 
nual sowing wi:h alfalfa three crops of 
green hay can be obtained and good pasture 
in addition for four or five months in the 
year. 
This, with the higher lands on the im­ 
mediate banks of the river. The lands farther 
back from the 1 auks or near to and in the 
tule, m ust be devoted to other crops, as beets 
and corn planted later in the spring, and fed 
green or preserved in the silo. 
In corn these 
lower lands can be made to produce from 
thirty to'fifty tons per acre of good fodder, 
This fodder, cut up and preserved in the silo, 
as we have heretofore directed, may be kept 
any length of time and fed as wanted. 
Thus 
by proper management every acre of the river 
bottom lands devoted to the dairy, can be 
made to do full duty and to produce an 
abundance of food for a cow the year round. 
Stated in other terms, one hundred acres can 
be made to keep through the year 100 cows. 
This may seem like an extravagant state­ 
ment, particularly when it is taken into con­ 
sideration that on account of the floods, that 
often come so late in the seasoD, much of the 
river-bottom lands cannot be cultivated until 
late in June or July, and th at then it is too 
late to produce and m ature any valuable crop. 
B ut it must be remembered that corn will 
grow to full size of stalk, and generally ma­ 
ture a fair crop of grain, even after Ju ly 1st, 
in the mild climate of the interior cf this 
State. 
I t must be also remembered that to 
secure the greatest amount of fodder from 
corn to preserve in the silo, it may and should 
be cut at the full tassel, or at any time be­ 
tween this stage and the formation of the ear 
and the milk in the kernel. I t is very seldom 
that any of the tule lands adjoining the 
higher borders of the rivers can not be plowed 
as early as July, and very few of these lands 
under proper cultivation at that time will 
fail to produce forty tons of green fodder 
or ensilaged food for cows to the acre. 
Sixty pounds a day of this food will keep a 
cow in first-rate condition while giving milk. 
A t Bixty pounds a day, a cow will consume in 
a year, or 365 days, 21,900 pounds, or a little 
leas than eleven tons. 
Thus in the light of 
these figures the statem ent above that every 
acre of the river bottom land can be made to 
keep a dairy cow, or one hundred acres for one 
hundred cows, does not appear extravagant. 


M O U N D S N E C E S SA R Y . 
To make these low lands a Bafe place to 
carry on a profitable business in the dairy 
line, it becomes a necessity to build mouuas 
on which to locate the residences, stock barns, 
storehouses, bíIos, and all other buildings nec­ 
essary to be used in times of high water. 
As 
a general thing these mounds can be built at 
comparatively little expense, the material 
being obtained from the bars formed in or 
along the banks of the rivers. These mounds 
may be built from the river baDk back, so 
th at the levee becomes a part of the mound, 
or the mound becomes simply an extension of 
the levee. A mound covering a quarter of an 
acre would be sufficient for a large dairy 
farm supporting say two hundred cows. 
Such a mound would cost comparatively 
little, when its value is considered in connec­ 
tion with the great valne of the lands, the 
use and occupation of which it renders safe 
in the highest of floods. 
W ith mounds to 
keep the cows on in high water, and bUob to 
preserve late crops of oorn-fodder in, the 
river bottom lands may be lifted fully out of 
the quagmire into which they have sunk from 
a w ant of preparation to make them useful 
and rendered the most valuable and best pay­ 
ing lands in the State. 
The Best Corn for Ensilage. 
T here seems to be quite a difference of 
opinion as to the kin d of corn to p lan t for 
ensilage. 
Som e have planted B lu n t’s pro­ 
lific because while it gives large and high stalks 
it also ears very fall, and th n s it is claim ed 
it m akes a greater am ount of w eight and of 
b etter quality. 
O thers prefer th e K entucky 
or Southern white, because it has less sugar 
in the stalk and produces less acid. 
T he 
large Southern varieties we notice are gen- 
erallylpreferred to the N orthern kinds, as they 
produce a greater w eight of fodder to the 
acre ; and as the ensilage comes o ut of the 
soil ail in a soft condition and is all consum ed 
by stock the advantage is in favor of the 
larger prodnct. 
Early Vegetables. 
Those who would have early vegetables 
should lose no tim e in planting th e seed. 
E arly Rose potatoes m ay be planted now, 
and will be in b a t little danger of being de­ 
layed or set back by frost. 
So beet seed, 
lettnce and peas, for an early garden, should 
be planted a t once. 
In planting potatoes it 
w ould be a good idea to cover them w ith half­ 
rotted straw or stable m anure. 
Such a 
covering w ill protect the vines in case of 
frost, and a t the sam e tim e stim ulate grow th 
during the continuance of cool w eather. 
To 
produce the best results p lan t in the w annest 
or protected side of the gardeD, on light soil, 
or ridge u p the soil so th a t it m ay feel the 
h eat of the spring sun, and not be rendered 
w et and heavy b y rains th a t m ay y et fall. 


T aking Risks. 


W e notice th a t q u ite a num ber of farm ers 


on th e Sacram ento river banks have already 
com m enced sewing barley and alfalfa. 
Some 
are sowing on land th a t on th e 3d day of 
last F eb ru ary was ten feet under w ater. 
I t 
is said th a t “ nothing risked, nothing m ade.” 
h u t we th in k som etim es this doctrine m ay be 
carried beyond the line of prudence. 
I t is 
hardly possible to fail to get a good crop on 
th e river lands if the seed is sown as early as 
the m iddle of F ebruary, and we do not know 
of a season w hen good crops have n o t been 
harvested after seed sown as early as the 1st 
of M arch, while we have known maDy a field 
th a t had to be sown the second tim e, when the 
first sowing was in F ebruary. 
O ar high 
w aters in the Sacram ento valley haveoccurred 
m ore frequently in F ebruary tbau a t a pre­ 
vious date in theeeason. W e would take all the 
advantage of the season in preparing th e soil, 
b u t we would keep the seed out of the ground 
a little longer and w atch the w eather in the 
valley and the snow on the m ountains. 
D u r­ 
ing our cold w eather in 
the valleys the 
m ountains have been covered w ith snow, and 
we cannot tell how soon a w arm rain, or 
even warm w eather w ithout rain, m ayjpre- 
cipitate th a t pnow in the form of w ater down 
upon us. 
B u t little w ater now overfl iwa the 
banks and m ay destroy th e grow ing crops. 


The Probabilities of Rain. 
W ithin the past ten days rain has fallen 
to a greater or less extent all up and down 
the coast, from Alaska to Mexico, and the 
prospects of good crops and a prosperous sea­ 
son in this ¡átate have become as bright as 
they have been at this date during the pasc 
ten years. 
W e have had oar annual scare 
during the months of December and Ja n ­ 
uary for a number of years back, 
and 
have as often had a plenty of raio ¡before 
the end of February to insure good crops and 
a prosperous season. 
Siuce 1873 we have had 
but one seasoD 
in which December has 
brought us more rain than the December of 
the present season has given us, aud up to 
the present date in January of ¡this season 
v.*e have had just about an average of the 
corresponding period for ten years, and the 
prospect now is that before the month is 
ended we will have more than an aver­ 
age 
amouut of 
rain 
than 
has 
fallen 
in January for 
ten years oast. 
U p to 
the first day of January, 1878, we had for 
the season but 3 1 inches of rain, aud yet on 
the 20 h of February we had the highest 
water in the Sacramento valley ever known, 
except in the month of January, 1802. 
In 
the nontb of December during the last 
thirty-tw o years we have had a fall of rain 
amounting in total to 152 89 inches. • In the 
corresponding 
month 
of 
January 
the 
total raiufall 
has 
been 
125.45 inches. 
In the months of February during the same 
period the total raiufall ha? been 99.77 inches, 
and in the months of M arch of the same 
period of time there has fallen 89 34 inches. 
Taken in any way we may say the history of 
the past would indicate that we will have an 
abundance of rain during the balance of the 
season to produce good crops. 
The probabili­ 
ties are highly favorable, and the pos;ibilities 
to those on the rivers are decidedly alarming 
for too much. 


MAN’S

Like a damask rose you see, 
Or like a blossom on a tree, 
Or like the dainty flower in May, 
Or like the morning to the day. 
Or like the sun or like the shade, 
Or like the gourd which Jonah made; 
Even such is man, whose thread is spun, 
Drawn out and out, aud so is done. 
The rose withers, the blossom blasleth, 
The flowers fade, the morning basteth, 
Tlie sun sets, the shadow flies, 
The gourd consumes, the man—he dies. 
Like the grass that’s newly sprung, 
Or like the tale that’s new begun, 
Or like the bird that’s here to-day, 
Or like the pearled dew in May, 
Or like an hour, or like a span, 
Or like the singing of the swan ; 
Even such is man, who lives by breath, 
is here, now there, in life and death. 
The grass withers, the taie is ended, 
The bird is flown, the dew's ascended, 
The hour is short, the span not long, 
The swan’s near death, man’s life is done. 


Like to the bubble in the brook, 
Or in a glass much like a look. 
Or like the shuttle in weaver’s hand. 
Or like the writing on the sind, 
Or like a thought, or like a dream, 
Or like tiie gliding of the stream ; 
Even such is man, who lives by breath, 
Is here, now there, in life and death. 
The bubble's out, the look forgot. 
The shuttles’s flung, the writing’s blot. 
The thought is past, the dream is gone, 
The watere glide, man’s life is done. 
Like an arrow from the bow, 
Or like a swift course of water flow, 
Or like the time 'twixt flood and ebb, 
Or like the spider’s tender web, 
Or like a lace or like a goal. 
Or like the dealing of a dole : 
Even such is man, whose brittle state 
Is always subject unto fate. 
The arrow- shot, the flood soon spent, 
The time no time, the web soon rent, 
The race soon run, the goal soon won, 
The dole soon dealt, man’s life soon done. 


Like the lightning from the sky, 
Or like a post that quick doth hie, 
Or like a quaver in a song, 
Or like a journey three days long, 
Or like snow when summer's come, 
Or like a pear, or like a plum ;

THE MATCH-MAKING NAPOLEON. 


Napoleon could be liberal for his own 
sake to those who could help him, always 
on the condition of th eir absolute sub­ 
serviency. 
B ut he appears to have been 
alm ost destitute of real generosity of soul ; 
he took a positive pleasure in wounding 
sensitive natures, and he was given to in ­ 
dulging in outbursts of b rutality which 
sometimes passed from rough language into 
actual violence. 
As for th at m atch-m ak­ 
ing mania of his, there are tw o instances 
among m any which are strikingly sugges­ 
tive. 
One was his actually proposing, 
after the divorce from Josephine, th a t she 
should bestow her hand on the Prince of 
W urtem burg, who, having come to Paris 
on political business,

taken by the fascinating Empress. Though 
the proposal was certainly made, it could 
scarcely have been serious ; a t all events 
the Prince would have had reason to repent 
the m atch, for Napoleon was in love w ith 
Josephine to the last, and proved his capri­ 
cious love by his irritable jealousy. 
In th e second instance to w hich we refer, 
a m arriage w as really b ro u g h t off, in a 
sty le th a t rem inds us of 
th e E a ste rn 
seraglio o r th e guard-room , and one of th e 
victim s w as no less a person th a n D avouat.

su d d en ly 
announced 
to his 
brother-in-law , G eneral L eclerc, th a t he, 
L eclerc, w as appointed to th e com m and of 
th e S t. D om ingo expedition, and m u st sail 
im m ediately. L eclerc rem o n strated ag ain st 
th e h a sty d ep artu re . 
A sacred tie bound 
him to F rance. 
H e h ad a s ia te r w ho w onld 
be le ft alone in th e w orld. 
“ W e m u st have h er m arried d ire c tly — 
to-m orrow , for ex am p le.”

cle aud vein throbbing w ith excitem ent, 
shouted o u t; 
“ Now, boys, pour it into 
them !” 
T nat 
broadside 
settled 
the r 
opponents, and when the smoke cleared 
away 
th eir 
com m ander’s 
tights 
were 
to be seen split from w aistband to heel. 
H ull, nothing disconcerted, gave orders 
w ith perfect ccolneas, and only changed 
his tights when the B ritish com m ander’s 
sword was given up. 


Fred Newberg, now in jail for stealing 
from the Ohio Treasury D epartm ent, in 
w hich he was employed, w ent to Cincin­ 
nati a short tim e before his exposure and 
plunged into a round of the w ildest aud 
costliest dissipation. 
To those who ex­

THIRD PAPER—T iiE COMPOUNDS OF ELE­ 
MENTS THAT CONSTITUTE THE BASIS 
OF PLANTS. 


Chemical attraction or affinity is the 
fores w ith which tw o or more different ele­ 
m ents or bodies combine to form a new 
compound. This secondary compound may 
have some general resem blance to one or 
more of its constituents, and again it may, 
and generally has, no resemblance to any of 
them . 
I have already pointed c u t th e dif­ 
ference between a m ixture and a chemical 
compound, and this distinction m ust al­ 
ways be borne in mind. 
In chem istry the 
term s atom and molecule are ia general use 
to denote different conditions of m atter. 
An atom is the sm allest portion of an ele­ 
m ent which can enter into a chemical com 
bination. 
A molecule is the sm allest quan­ 
tity of m atter which can exist in a free 
state. 
An at..m being the sm allest portion 
of an elem ent, is literally indivisible; while 
a molecule is a very sm all 
“ q u antity of 
m a tte r” which consists if an aggregation 
of atoms, and hence it is divisible into its 
constituent elements. 
An a'oin is the 
sm allest portion of an elem ent; a molecule 
is the sm allest porrion of a compound. 
An atom is an icdivi-ible whole ; u mole­ 
cule is a divisible whole, consisting of a 
collection of atoms. 
To illustrate : 
Two atom s of hydrogen 
and 
one 
atom 
of 
oxygen 
combine 
to form 
ODe molecule of w ater. 
This 
molecule 
of 
w ater 
is 
the 
sm allest 
portion of free w ater which can e x is t; 
but \e t it may be divided into its ccn- 
stitiun". elem ents, hydrogen and oxygen. 
If tw o parts by m eisurem ent of hydrogen 
ami one part of oxygen are p ut in a glass 
vessel and an electric spark passed through 
them , there will be an explosive chemical 
combination, and in the place of the gases 
we will have a few drops of w ater. 
This 
is the synthetical m ethod of analysis, i. e. 
the putting together of tw o or more ele­ 
m ents to form a body. 
If, on the other 
hand, a portion of w ater is takeD, and by 
chemical means decomposed into its con­ 
stitu en t elem ents, hydrogen and oxygen, 
we make use of an analytical analysis, 
which may be defined as the separation of 
a compound into its constituent elements. 
The atom ic weights of the different ele­ 
m ents is the proportion by weight in which 
they combine w ith one another. 
H ydro­ 
gen, being the lightest of all known ele­ 
m ents, is taken as the standard of com­ 
parison, and its atom ic weight has been 
fixed as 1. 
The atom ic w eights of carbon, 
oxygen, nitrogen and sulphur are respect­ 
ively 12, 16, 14 and 32, and they signify 
th at if a vessel be filled w ith hydrogen gas, 
at a given tem perature and barom etric 
pressure, and this gas be weighed, and if 
then it be filled successively w ith carbon, 
nitrogen, oxygen and sulphur, uuder the 
same conditions of tem perature and press­ 
ure, 
anil these different gases be also 
weighed, it will be found th a t the vessel 
full of carbon gas weighs 12 tim es as much 
as the same bulk of hydrogen ; oxygen 
weighed 16 tim es as much, nitrogen 14 
tim es as much, and sulphur 32 tim es as 
much as hydrogen. 
The molecular weight of a compound is 
the sum of the w eights of the whole num ­ 
ber of atom s which constitute it. 
For in­ 
stance, w ater contains two atom s of hy­ 
drogen and one atom of oxygen. 
Now 
one atom of hydrogen weighs 1, and two 
atom s would weigh 2 ; one atom of oxy­ 
gen weighs 16 tim es the atom ic w eight of 
hydrogen. 
So the sum of the atomic 
w eights of two atom s of hydrogen and one 
of oxygen would be 2x16, which is IS, and 
is the m olecular weight of water. 
W e may now study the organic com­ 
pounds which mako up the 
vegetable 
structure, and which are produced from 
the elem ents carbon, oxygen, hydrogen, 
nitrogen, sulphur and phosphorus, by the 
united agency of chemical and vital forces. 
The num ber of distinctive substances to be 
found in plants is practically illim itable, 
and hundreds of varieties and kinds of 
compounds are already known to chem ists. 
W hile every plant is m ade up of a great 
num ber of substances, m any of them con­ 
tain some orgaoic compound peculiar to 
themselves. 
In tea and coffee we have an 
active substance called theine, which con­ 
stitutes the active principle of coffee and 
tea. 
The active substance of tobacco is an 
oily liquid known in chem istry as nicotine, 
and is a narcotic and a deadly poison 
One 
drop of pure nicotine is sufficient to kill a 
large dog. 
N otw ithstanding the innum er­ 
able bodies in the vegetable kingdom, the 
bulk of plants is made up mostly of w hat 
are called the proxim ate elem ents. 
These 
are six iu num ber, and are : (1) w ater ; (2) 
the {cellulose group or amyloids, consist­ 
ing of cellulose (woody liber), starch, tne 
sugars and gums ; (3) the pectoBe group, 
the pulp and jellies of fruits and certain 
roots ; (4) the vegetable acids ; (5) th e fats 
and oils ; and (6) the album inoids or proteins 
bodies. 
I t will be necessary to describe 
briefly each of these six elem entary classes. 
W ater is the m ost abundant ingredient 
of plants. 
I t exists in all parts of the 
plant, and is not only essential to the life 
of the plan*, bu t is also the cause of the 
succulence ot its tender parts. Tne am ount 
of w ater in different plants varies ; it is 
greatest in turnios and cabbage, in which 
it is respectively 91 and 90 per cent, of the 
w eight of the green plants. 
In pine wood 
it is about 40 per c e n t; and in the potato 
75 per cent, of the gross weight. 
W ater 
constitutes the sap of plants, and in green 
plants is perceptible to the senses of sight 
and touch. 
W e may subject m atter to two 
stages of dry ing—they m aybe first dried in 
the air, and are then said to be air dried ; 
after being air dried they may be dried fur­ 
th er by artificial heat. 
The w ater rem ain­ 
ing in plants after being air dried is called 
the 
hygroscopic 
w ater 
of 
vegetation. 
Flour, starch, sugar, and in fact about all 
bodies, contain an appreciable am ount of 
hygroscopic m oisture, which may be re­ 
moved by heat. 
H av contains from 13 to 
17 per 
cent., 
small 
grains 
about 
14 
per cent., kernels of corn 12 per cent, 
and pine wood about 2 per cent, of hygro­ 
scopic moisture. 
Of course the am ount of 
w ater evaporated by natural heat depends 
on th e tem perature, and on th a t account is 
more or less variable. 
Cellulose is the water walls or coating of 
the microscopic cells which go to make up 
the framework of all plants. 
These cells 
consist of minnte sacks or closed tubes ad­ 
hering to one another. 
Cellulose is a gen­ 
eral ingredient of all parts of all plants, but 
is most abundant in the leaves and stems. 
It forms a large portion of the husk or bran 
of seeds, as well as beiDg an ingredient, to 
a email extent, of the kernel. 
The fibers 
of cotton, hemp and flax are simply long, 
thick-walled cells, and the cloth and an size! 
paper made from these fibers are almost 
pure cellulose. 
W hen pure, cellulose is a 
white, often silky or spongy, translucent 
body, which swells np in water from the 
absorption of moistnre. 
Cellulose is insol- 
able m water, alcohol, ether and oils. 
A 
very pretty application of this insolnbility 
of cellulose is made nse of in making the 
“ skeletonized” leaves, fruits, etc., which 
make up the “ phantom bouquets.” 
The 
soft and fleshy portion of the leaves and 
frnit is dissolved away, by treating the ob­ 
jects with a hot solution of caustic soda. 
After these soft portions are gone, the 
framework, which consists of almost pore 
cellulose, is bleached with chloride of lime 
(bleaching powder) to whiten it, and the 
skeleton leaf or frnit ia complete. 
The 
cellulose from soft white woods, corn hueks, 
etc., are used to some extent in the manu­ 
facture of paper. Although cellulose is bat 
slightly acted upon by dilute acids and 
alkalies, 
it 
is 
dissolved 
in 
them 
when they are concentrated and hot. 
The 
products of the treatment of cellulose with 


alkalies or acids are numerous, and vary ac­ 
cording to the strength and heat ot the 
solvents. 
By treating cellulose w ith the 
stioug at nitric scid it is converted into 
gun-cotton or pyroxiline, which is a very 
strong explosive compound. 
If cellulose 
ia treated w ith sulphuric acid (oil of vitriol) 
of a certain strength, it is converted into a 
tough, bladdery substance which forms the 
vegetable parchm ent of commerce. 
The 
cellulose group of am yloids of which cel­ 
lulose is the type, consists of cel'ulose, 
btarch, inuline, dextrine, gum, cane sugar, 
fruit sugar and grape sugar. Alm ost seven- 
eights of th e dry m atter of vegetation is 
made np of the cellulose group. 
In nature 
these are converted one into the other, and 
sometimes back again, in the organiza­ 
tion and grow th of plant and anim al lite. 
Some Of these changes can be m ade to take 
place artificially, but not in so general a 
m anner as in nature. 
By prolonged action 
of some of the acids and alkalies, cellulose 
is transform ed into dextnue, which in its 
tu rn is changed into sugar. 
The acids of 
the stom ach act upon cellulose in the same 
way. The ctllulose of young and succulent 
stems, leaves and fruit ere easily and to a 
large extent digestible, especially by herb­ 
ivorous anim als ; but the denser and more 
im pure forms of cellulose, as in wood and 
straw , are so slowly acted upon by the 
acids as to m ake them digestible only to a 
slight extent. 
This solubility, and hence 
digestibility, of d ffaren t forms of cellulose 
constitutes one of the differences between 
hay and straw . 
W hile 11 to 13 per cent, 
of th e ctllulose of hay is dissolv'd ami as­ 
sim ilated while in the stom ach, straw gives 
up only from 2 to 3 per cent, of its cellu­ 
lose to the aciion of the acids. 
Cellulose 
is composed of the three elem ents, carbon, 
hydrogen and oxygen. 
The am ount of cel­ 
lulose contained in different vegetable m at­ 
ter is very various ; it forms 1 1 per cent, of 
the potato, 3 per cent, of w heat grain, 5 5 
per cent, of a grain of coru, 6 per c nt. of 
grain barley, 15 per c nt. of kernel of buck­ 
w heat, 40 per cent, of oat straw , 4S per 
oi lit. of w heat straw , and 54 per cent, of 
rye straw . 
N ext to cellulose, starch is probably the 
m o d abundant product of vegetablegrow th. 
Starch, as gem r. 1 y seen, is a white [ o vder, 
consisting of small, various-shaped grains, 
which, when viewed through a microscope, 
present a series of concentric circles aroend 
a point or eye. 
Slarch is contained iu 
large quantities in the cells of all of the 
grains, in potatoes, and is found in the 
wood of all trees, especially during the fall 
and w inter. 
I t accum ulates in very large 
quantities in th e pith of some trees, as in 
the sago-palin of the M alay Islands, the 
pith of one of these trees sometimes fur­ 
nishes as muA-h as 600 or 800 pounds of 
starch. 
The starch grains are inclosed in 
the m inute cells of woody fiber, and unless 
these grains are broken the starch is un­ 
acted upon by cold w ater. 
Starch can 
be extracted from potatoes by simply g rat­ 
ing them to a pulp, which breaks the cells 
of woody fiber and sets the starch grams 
free. 
It now the pulp be washed on a 
tine seive w ith cold water, the starch grains 
will run through and the cellulose will be 
left iu the seivo. 
The w ater which has 
passed through the seive m ust be allowed 
to set until the starch grains settle to the 
bottom, when the w ater may be poured 
off. 
A fter the grains have dried, you have 
a specimen of the pure starch 
¿larch is 
now principally m anufactured from Indian 
corn. 
This is in very general use as corn 
Btarch. 
I t is also prepared from rice, pota­ 
toes, w heat, hoise-chestnuts, and various 
other vegetable products. 
A rrow root is 
the starch obtained from th e root of a 
plant which is a native of the W est Indies. 
The size of starch grains vary from one thaee 
hundredth of an inch in diam eter, in the 
potato, to less than one three thousandth 
of au inch in the beet. 
W hen starch is 
heated nearly to the boiling point it swells 
up and forms a pasty mass. 
This is the 
m ethod of preparing starch for laundrying 
purposes. 
If this paste be allowed to dry, 
it forms a hard horny mass. 
Tapicca and 
sago are sim ply prepared starch. 
The 
starch, before it has been thoroughly dried, 
is h eattd until a part of it has been con­ 
verted into paste, it is then dried and 
forms the sago and tapioca of commerce. 
Tapioca was originally m anufactured in the 
W est Indies, ami sago in the E ist Indies, 
b u t they are now made both in Europe and 
the U uited States, from potato starch. 
The chem ist identifies starch by the char­ 
acteristic purple or blue color which is im ­ 
parted to a solution of it by iodine. 
This 
is a very delicate test and may be used where 
only microscopic quantities of starch are 
present. 
Starch is converted into dextrine 
ami dually into sugar by the action of dry 
heat, hot water, acids and alkalies ; also by 
th e action of yeast, and in the germ ination 
of seeds. 
In man and plant eating animals 
the starch is converted into sugar hy the 
saliva at a blood heat, and by the liquids of 
the larger intestines. 
Starch constitutes 
one of the principal ingredients of the food 
of man and the dom estic animals. 
Inuline Is a substance closely resem bling 
staich, 
w hich 
exists 
in 
the 
liquid 
form 
in 
the 
roots 
of 
th e 
daulia, 
artichoke, 
chicory 
and 
other 
plants 
of the composite 
family. 
Inuline 
is 
insoluble in alcohol, and gives no coloration 
w ith iodine. 
W hen boiled for a long 
tim e w ith w ater it is 9lowIy converted 
into levulose or frnit tugar. 
Starch, it will 
be remembered, was converted by contin­ 
ued boiling into glucose or grape sugar. 
The chemical composition of inuliue has 
been found to be identical w ith th a t of 
starch. 
D extrine is 
formed from 
starch by 
heating it for some hours in an oven, or 
by heating it for th irty m inutes at a tem ­ 
perature of 4157 
The cru st of bread is 
due to a coating of dextrine formed from 
the starch of the flour by the heat of the 
oven. 
D extrine is soluble in w ater, while 
Btarch is not ; E eith er is pure dextrine col­ 
ored by iodine. 
Its principal use in the 
arts is as a substitute for gum arabic in 
calico printing, and is sold under the name 
of British gum. 
This commercial drxtrine, 
on account of the starch not having been 
all changed into dextrine, gives a purplish 
red color w ith iodine. 
D extrine is pro­ 
duced from starch and cellulose by the 
agencies of heat, acids and ferm entation. 
I t is a constituent of the m alt of grains, 
and also of anim al flesh. 
Tbe chemical 
composition of dextrine is exactly the 
Bame as th a t of cellulose, staich and inu- 
I n \ 
A number of bodies exist in the veg­ 
etable kingdom which, from the similarity 
of their properties, have received the name 
of “ gum s.” The principal gums are : Ara- 
bine (gum arab c), cerasine (gum of cherry 
and plum), bass nine (gam tragacanth and 
bas-ora gum), 
and 
vegetable mncilage. 
Arabine, or gum arabic, is obtained from 
several species of the acacias, principally 
from acacia arabica, the bark of which in 
dry seasons is stnng by insects, and a hall 
of gum exudes from the bark, which, after 
beiug gathered by the natives, forms the 
crude gum arabic of commerce. 
When 
pure it consists of transparent, tear-like 
drops. 
Gum arabic dissolves readily in its 
own weight of water, forming a mucilage 
which is in very general use. 
The glassy 
gam which exudes from the bark of most 
fruit trees is a compound of arabii e and 
cerasii e Gerasit e is not dissolved by water1 
bnt swells into a pasty mass or jelly, other­ 
wise its physical properties resemble those 
of arabine. Eatsorine, or gnm tragacanth, is 
found in the seeds of the quince and of 
some acacias. It, like cerasine, is insoluble 
in water, and also swells up into a pasty 
mass. Y'egetable mucilage has the same chem­ 
ical composition as bassorine and many like 
properties, and is thought by some to be 
identical with it. 
It is an almost universal 
ingredient in plants. 
It is found in great 
abundance in flax teed— principally in the 
external costs, from which it can be ex­ 
tracted by mashing the seed and washing 
with cold water. 
It may be precipitate i 
from this water solution by adding to it a 
small amount of a mixture of alcohol and 
a little chlorhydric acid (muriatic acid). 
These gums are all convertible into sugar 
by loDg boiling with weak acids, and some 
of them are digestible by domestic an­ 
imals.

FOOLISH

morning, the Mormons entertain a very in­ 
adequate idea of the character of the con­ 
test between themselves and the United 
States. 
They are represented as proposing 
to “ strike back’’ by “ showing up the 
“ private records of some of the Congress- 
“ men if the question of polygamy is 
“ pushed. ’ 
The 
dispatch 
states 
that 
■“ they have detectives working on the per­ 
' * sonal records of the members who are 
loudest against polygamy, and claim that 
“ they have become possessed of most dam- 
“ aging facts.” 
Damaging in what way, 
or to whom ? 
These Mormons must be ex­ 
ceedingly foolish people if they imagine 
that it is of the least consequence what 
they may find out about the personal life 
of this or that Congressman. 
It is Dot 
individuals to whom they are opposed. 
It is the United States. 
They are ar­ 
raigned as lav.-.breakers, and even if they 
-were 
able 
to 
show that 
every mem­ 
ber 
of 
Congress 
was 
a 
person 
of 
lew d and 
dissolute 
habits, 
it 
would 
not make the slightest difference to the 
merits of this case. 
They are indicted as 
polygamists. 
Do they think, like Gniteau, 
that they can influence the jury to acquit 
them, by abusing the counsel for the pros­ 
ecution ? 
For that is all their latest strat­ 
egy amounts to. The members of Congress 
are not on trial, but the Mormons are. 
The latter are called upon to purge them­ 
selves of polygamy, and they must do so 
otherwise than by “ striking back.” They 
are engaged in an unequal contest, and 
they m ast not make the mistake of sup­ 
posing that they can always get the better 
of the United States by sheer impudence 
and effrontery.

W e are sorry to observe that some Un­ 
ion soldiers here and there think them ­ 
selves under obligations 
to defend the. 
Pensien Arrears bill, and to accuse those 
who are resisting that measure of un­ 
friendliness to the defenders of their conn- 
try. 
Now this is a very foolish line for 
the genuine soldiers to take up, and it will 
be necessary for them to abandon it for 
reasons which we will proceed to state. 
In the first place it may be assumed legiti­ 
mately that no Republican journals, at 
least, can be rightly suspected cf a desire 
to do anything short of full justice to the 
soldiers and sailors who fought for the 
preservation of the Union. 
Tae Republi­ 
can press and party has always and ever 
will hold these men in the highest honor, 
and their interests will never be forgotten. 
But in the present case there is no question 
of their interests. 
The question is ot the 
maintenance of a law which has from the 
first been a mere instrumentality of fraud 
and deception ; which has been the means 
of enabling thousands of impostors to palm 
them selves i ff as invalid soldiers ; which 
was concocted by claim agents and other 
greedy persons, and which invites an 1 
facilitates fraud in so many ways as to 
render detection impossible. 
The bill was passed by Congress under 
misapprehension, 
partly, and 
partly be­ 
cause members were too cowardly and 
demagogical to rtsi-t a measure which had 
been artfully devised to bear the out­ 
ward appearance of a popular one. 
Eich 
party was afraid of the other, and the re­ 
sult was that both voted for the bill. 
Iu 
the House it was not discussed at all. 
In 
the Senate what was said about it wa- 
absurdly wide of the truth. 
For instance, 
Senator Ingalls, who has recently marie 
such ridiculous statements concerning the 
measure, then informed the Senate that 
“ up to the 1st of January, 1870, there 
“ were 16,455 invalids to whom the bill 
“ applied, and the amount required to pay 
“ their arrears would be §9,529,775. 
In 
“ addition to the above, 5,145 widows and 
“ dependents would be entitled to the hen- 
“ efits of the Act, requiring §3.8S7,534, 
“ making a total of §13,417,109 required 
“ to make the bill operative.” 
A s two 
years had elapsed since this calculation 
was made, the 
Senator estimated that 
§5,000,000 should be added to the amount 
stated above. 
This, then, was the belief 
under which the Senate passed the b ill: 
that it would cost from §18,000,000 to 
§20,000,000. 
Now, let us see what it has 
actually coBt up to the present time. 
The Secretary of the Treasury in his re­ 
cent report stated that instead of §1S,400,- 
000, which was Senator Ingalls’ estim ate 
_ 
^ 
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the Pension Arrears bill has already cost 
the country §141,000,000, and when the 
appropriations for the current fiscal year are 
exhausted there will have been drawn from 
the Treasury no less than §211,957,926 ; 
while it is declared by the Treasury offi­ 
cials that §235,000,000 more w ill be re­ 
quired for the arrears of pensions alone. 
Now it is not and cannot be pretended that 
these enormous sums are demanded for the 
payment and relief of bona fide soldiers and 
sailor3 and widows alone. 
In the case of 
pensions paid only on proof cf the genuine­ 
ness of the claim, all experience proves 
that the number of the claimants diminishes 
year by year. W e are now seventeen years 
from the close of the war, and a very large 
percentage of those who fought in it are 
dead. 
The presumption is against the 
survival of the majority of those who were 
forty years old at that time ; and it is well 
known that the Union armies held a very- 
large percentage of men ranging between 
35 and 40. 
There ought therefore to have 
been a large decline in the pension claims 
of lata years. In fact, there was such a de­ 
cline prior to the passage of this Act. 
But 
since its passage the claims have been con­ 
tinually increasing, and they have been so 
increasing because fraud 
has been em­ 
ployed. 
The Pension Arrears bill is in faefc, as the 
figures we have quoted show, the most stu­ 
pendous job that has ever been foisted 
upon the conntiy, nor can there be any 
doubt as to its true character. 
For exam­ 
ple, the year before the bill was passed, 
viz., 1S78, only §27,137,019 was required 
for pensions, and the amount had been 
steadily decreasing for several years prev­ 
iously. 
But in 1879, under the stimulus 
of the Act, the demand rose to §35,121,- 
4S2 ; in 1880 to §56,777,174; iu 1S81 to 
§60,059,2S0; and the amount estimated 
for the present fiscal year is §70 000,000. 
Now it is mere nonsense for anyone to pre­ 
tend that this enormous growth of claims 
can be explained on legitim ate grounds. 
Pensioners do not propagate their kind. 
Their natural tendency is to die out, not 
to multiply. 
But the truth is that the 
Pension Arrears bill was passed by the 
lobbying of Pension Agents, and that these 
men and their accomplices of various kiuda 
have ever since been swindling the Gov­ 
ernment 
at 
an 
enormous 
rate. 
The 
swindle has now become so monstrous 
that Congress can no longer afford not to 
understand what is going forward, but 
even now, as shown by Senator Ingalls’ 
speech the other day, there is so much 
demagogitm abroad 
that 
Senators are 
afraid to offer vigorous resistance to the 
steal lest their motives should be misun­ 
derstood. 
The thieves are 
thus falling 
back upon the real soldiers for protection, 
and it has become necessary to inform the 
latter of all the facts, that they may ab­ 
stain from affording any assistance to 
these impudent robbers of the treasury. 
There is no question of the interests of the 
soldiers and sailors at issue. 
They will 
be protected as a matter of course. 
But 
they must not make the mistake of identi­ 
fying their interests with those of the 
rapacious knaves who are plundering the 
treasury to the amount of hundreds of 
millions under cover of their names. 
On 
the contrary, they mast repudiate these 
thieves promptly, and applaud those who 
are trying to bring them to justice and to 
stop their larcenous proceedings. 


THE 
RESIGNATION 
OF 
GAMBETTA. 


Gambetta has been defeated in his un­ 
dertaking to secure Constitutional revision, 
and has consequently resigned, with all his 
colleagues. 
This is a serious blow to his 
ambition, and the more bo because he has 
brought the reverse largely npon himself 
by his own overhaste and impatience of 
constitutional restraints. 
He has for a 
year past been chafing to get the scrutin de 
lute adopted, and chiefly for tbe reason 
that the Government conld maintain and 
strengthen itself very greatly if it had 
that method of voting behind it. 
But he 
allow.: . 
..s ; 
..o seen too plainly, 


and people reasoned that here was a man 
who wished to restore the Napoleonic meth­ 
ods, and Who perhaps harbored Napoleonic 
ambition also. 
Now it is not only in the 
nature of republics to be jealous of special 
genius, bnt such jealousy is justified ; and 
the history of France above that of other 
countries abounds with the most solemn 
warnings against man-worship. Gambetta, 
however, has not sought to allay suspicion, 
but on the contrary he has in his very latest 
act so comported himself as to increase it. 
For in preparing his scheme of constitu­ 
tional revision, he declared that the princi­ 
ple of the scrutin de liste had been iu a 
special way indorsed by the constituencies, 
which had aleo demanded revision of the 
Constitution. 
Now it is very certain that 
whatever the French voters may really 
think on these points, they have not as yet 
expressed themselves in any way. 
Tbe 
last political campaign wss very short, and 
neither revieion of the Constitution nor 
icrutin (le liste were mentioned during it. 
In thus claiming popular indorsement for 
his programme, therefore, Mr. Gambetta 
has committed a mistake which his ene­ 
mies doubtless call a deliberate attem pt to 
mislead aud deceive the Chamber. 
Y et this was a very grave error far 
the 
Premier 
to 
commit, 
because 
it 
really gave his enemies the opportunity of 
putting him in the wrong and themselves 
iu the light. 
They could say, with truth, 
that the people had not demanded the 
scrutin de lisle, and challenge him for the 
proof. 
He could of course produce none, 
and then he would be chargeable with 
having simulated a popular demand in 
order to create an excuse for the further­ 
ance of 
his 
own 
ambition. 
Perhaps 
Gambetta is 
tbe best man to govern 
France 
at 
present, 
but 
certainly -ho 
is 
not 
a 
self-contained, 
well-balanced 
man. 
He 
has 
inherited, 
with 
his 
southern blood, too much impulsiveness, 
and he is very prone to outstrip his 
opportunities, as he has done in the present 
instance. 
The rejection of his bill by the 
Chamber is undoubtedly equivalent to a 
vote of want of confidence in his ministry, 
and though he was not bound to resign 
because of this defeat, it is probably the 
most sensible thing he could do. 
For it is 
evident that for the moment at least his 
policy is discredited. 
His government has 
been beaten on a vital measure, and it is 
impossible to say that it represents any 
thing any longer. It certainly did notstand 
for any pronounced public sentiment on 
the scrutin de lisle, and it is now clear that 
it had only a minority on its side in the 
Chamber. 
Under 
such 
circumstances 
therefore resignation was the only course 
remaining. 
Gambetta having 
resigned, 
however, 
will at once begin to regain his power, 
for his greatest strength has always been 
in opposition, and at this moment it is very 
doubtful whether it will be found possible 
to form a government without him. 
If it 
is possible the new Government will have a 
very troublesome time, aud indeed it is 
clear that French polities must for a con­ 
siderable period be embarrassed by this 
fall of the Gambetta ministry. 
But we 
think it is becoming more apparent to cloBe 
observers that Gambetta has shown him­ 
self much less capable than he appeared 
when he was merely an active anti ag­ 
gressive 
“ out.” 
His ministerial course 
ha3 not been distinguished by great sagac­ 
ity. 
He has developed a personal ambitrou 
which has seemed to bliud him to expe­ 
diency, and we are of opinion that by 
making this too evident he has precipitated 
his fall. 
Gambetta, indeed, never could 
have been mistaken for a statesman of the 
first rank. 
A t least he is only better than 
the frivolous or impractical men by whom 
he has been surrounded. 
He possesses a 
certain tire and force wfiioh has given him 
power over his followers, but at bottom 
his character is tainted with a gaudy melo­ 
dramatic tendency which is largely mixed 
with the instincts of the demagogue. 
It is 
by no means clear that he would make a 
good permanent head for the republic, or 
that he could be trusted with power which 
he would not abuse. 


QUARANTINE 
AND 
PORT 
CHARGES 
IN 
SAN 
FRANCISCO. 


■San Francisco is goiDg from bad to worse 
in the policy she holds towards her mari­ 
time visitors. 
That port has earned and 
obtained the reputation of being the most 
extortionate on the face of the globe. 
Filotage, towage, dockage, wharfage, all 
the charges that can be clapped on in­ 
coming or outgoing vessels are there im­ 
posed on so unconscionable a scale that save 
for the name of the thiDg half the de­ 
mands arc as impudent and as dishonest 
as the “ stand and deliver ” of the high­ 
wayman. 
The charges for towage are 
nothing short of outrageous. 
They are 
made in the most shameless aud rapacious 
way, without any regard to the cost of 
the services performed. 
And of late a 
new and most abominable impost has been 
added to all the rest in the shape of quar­ 
antine charges. 
They have a Quarantine 
Officer named 
Lawlor, but whose name 
should apparently have been “ Lawless ;” 
and the enormous and insatiable greed of 
this fellow is 
only less amazing 
than 
the cowardice of 
consignees and ship­ 
owners who submit to his extortion rather 
than lose time. 
W e presume that the 
true secret of this complaisance on the 
part of the consignees is that they do not 
have to pay the money out of their own 
pockets, and so they find it comparatively 
easy to sacrifice the victims, who are out 
of hearing and sight, and cannot help 
themselves. 
The practiee of this Quaran­ 
tine officer, as certified to by a score of 
ship captains and consignees, is, to board 
incoming vessels with passengers, Chinese 
or otherwise, and then to force every pas­ 
senger to be vaccinated, whether or not 
the ship has a clean bill of health, and 
whether or not the passengers have been 
vaccinated before commencing their voy­ 
age. 
The moat outrageous illustration of 
this man’s extortion and lawlessness oc­ 
curred recently in the case of a ship which 
arrived from Hongkong with Chinese pas­ 
sengers. 
Every one of them had been 
carefully vaccinated at Hongkong, and by 
a thoroughly competent physician. 
The 
ship had a clean bill of health. 
There was 
no sickness of any kind on board. 
Y et 
Lawlor actually compelled the vessel to go 
into quarantine, and then charged every pas­ 
senger a dollar for re-vaccination. Now this 
is robbery, and there is no other name 
for it, bnt if San Francisco cannot restrain 
her officials from anch scandalous condnct, 
and if she cannot protect the shipping 
that comes to her from the extortion to 
which they are now subject, it will not be 


long before the grass is found growing npon 
her wharves, and until her slips will be 
empty. 
Persistent and systematic plun­ 
dering of one’s customers never bnilt up a 
business or a city, but San Francisco seems 
to think it possible to obtain the reputation 
of being tbe most extortionate and shame­ 
less port in the world, and yet to carry on 
a profitable commerce. 
A city which has 
already been doomed to the practical ex­ 
tinction of its wheat-shipping trade, by 
means of the completion of superior trans­ 
portation 
agencies, certainly ought to 
evince more care for the retention of such 
maritime business as may be held notwith­ 
standing the railroad, but she appears de­ 
sirous of driving away all her customers, 
and no doubt that is a kind of enterprise 
very easily accomplished. 


EN G INEER ING V IE W S ON TH E EADS SH IP 


R A ILW A Y . 


W hether Congress would be justified in 
guaranteeing the bonds for the construction 
of the ship railway over the Isthmus of 
Tehuantepec, projected by Captain Ea.ls, 
is a question which admits of great latitude 
in discussion. 
It iuvolves considerations 
of governmental policy, of national inter­ 
ests, of the facilitation of commerce, as well 
as that of the practicability of the enter­ 
prise. 
This latter consideration, however, 
is the one which requires to be dealt with 
first, since if it is answered in the negative 
uli the others may be dismissed forthwith. 
Before therefore we attempt to determine 
whether Congress would or would not be 
justified in doing wisat is asked of it, we 
must endeavor to atcirtain whether or not 
the scheme proposed is a practical or a 
visionary one. 
W hen it was first broached 
there can be no donbt that the prevailing 
opinion was against it. 
That, however, is 
a matter of no consequence, for the opinion 
of the moment in all such cases is really 
nothing more than the resentment which 
natural conservatism exhibits on being re­ 
quired to relinquish fixed beliefs and to 
acquire new ones. 
It is this tendency to 
resent new ideas which makes human pro­ 
gress so slow, yet which at the same time 
gives to human society its stability. In the 
practical working out of hnman civilization 
the friction which holds back is quite as 
indispensable as the momentum which im­ 
pels. 
When therefore new discoveries are 
received with mistrust or ridicule, the 
fact, to the reflecting observer, conveys no 
reproach against the invention, but merely 
marks the unavoidable expression ef men’s 
indisposition to review their beliefs on 
cognate subjects. 
Aud this ¡3 what happened in regard to 
Captain Eads and his ship railway. 
At 
first the idea of taking loaded ships out of 
the water, 
putting them on cars, and 
carrying them a hundred miles over a rail­ 
way, was scoffed at as ridiculous, and this 
pot only by the general public, who knew 
nothing about the matter except that it 
was new, 
but by engineers and ship­ 
builders, and professional men who ought 
to have understood the project. 
Engi­ 
neers, however, are subject to the conserv­ 
ative tendency already r< ftrrei to, and 
their lirst impressions are not more trust­ 
worthy than those of other people. 
That 
they were all wrong, in so far as they de­ 
clared the ship railway impracticable, we 
have the most ample evidence before us in 
the shape of a pamphlet containing a num­ 
ber of “ lttters from leading engineers aud 
“ naval architects as to the practicability 
“ of constructing and operating a ship rail- 
“ w ay.” 
Captain Eads has here been 
enabled to present such a mass of concur­ 
rent testimony in support of his scheme, 
from the very foremost engineers and 
naval architects in the world, as must pnt 
at rest the question of its feasibility, at 
once and for all time. 
It would, in fact, 
be impossible for any engineering plan to 
obtain more emphatic, authoritative and 
conclusive indorsements, than are here 
given to his ship railway. 
The most important and elaborate exam­ 
ination of the scheme is given in a letter by 
Sir Edward J. Reed, K. C. B., formerly 
Chief Constructor of the British Navy, and 
beyond doubt the first authority in the 
world on questions of naval construction, 
and especially on questions of the strains 
which naval structures will bear. 
And Sir 
Edward Rued shows, in the most lucid 
manner, exactly why the ship railway will 
succeed, and exactly w herein all the objec­ 
tions raised to it have been unscientific 
and ignorant. 
But perhaps the most sur­ 
prising thing to those unfamiliar with the 
progress of modern engineering will be the 
many proofs given in these letters of the 
wonderful advances made in that science 
during the present century. 
As to hy­ 
draulic docks 
capable of 
lifting ships 
weighing ten or twelve thousand tons clean 
out of the water in ten or fifteen minutes, 
they appear to be getting so common that 
nobody thinks anything more of them. 
It 
is also becoming common to make connec­ 
tions between canals or rivers on different 
levels by constructing whole stretches of 
canal—say two or three hundred feet long— 
so that they can be raised or lowered any 
distance with the water and the vessels in 
them, and this in two or three minutes. 
W e hear of hydraulic rams each of which 
will lift a thousand tons fifty feet in ten 
minutes, and an engineer who knows all 
about them calmly remarks that all Cap­ 
tain Eads wants is a few of them at each 
end of his ship railway, to handle what­ 
ever vessels may come along. 
And the enormous docks that arc being 
built now are very startling. 
In Liverpool 
they have not long opened a new set of 
docks which were seven years in building, 
and cost §25,000,000. 
There are two of 
them in either of which the Great Eastern 
could lie easily. 
As to all questions of 
bulk and power, onr modern engineers 
laugh at such difficulties. 
They are pre­ 
pared to handle an Inflexible, weighing 
14,000 tons, as easily as a yacht. 
They do 
not admit that bulk militates against a 
scheme. And they show (Sir Edward Reed 
especially) that all the fears of straining 
ships in transitu are qnite baseless, since it 
is impossible that a ship can on a railway 
be subjected to one-tenth part of the 
strains which she has to bear in a storm at 
sea. 
This is made very clear, and so in 
fact are all the points touched upon, and it 
is a positive pleasure to read these letters, 
because the men who wrote them under­ 
stand themselves so completely, and are so 
clear-minded and sagacious in all their ob­ 
servations. 
After this it will be nonsense 
for anyone to object to the ship railway on 
the ground that it is impracticable. In the 
opinion of the greatest engineers living it 
is far more practicable than a canal, and 
in all respects preferable to the latter. 
Captain Eads has succeeded in getting a 


verdict on this aspect of his case, and if he 
can convince Congress that the country has 
a direct interest in the construction of his 
railway there will remain no rational basis 
for opposition to his proposal. 


NOT A 
FIT 
APPOINTMENT. 


Jeremiah Donovan, who calls himself 
O’Donovan Rossa, has come forward re­ 
cently as an applicant for a position in the 
N ew York Cusioni-house. 
A N ew York 
jonrnal suggests that there might be “ a 
“ certain degree of impropriety in taking 
“ into the service of the Government a 
“ man who for months past (according to 
“ his own account of himself) has been en- 
“ gaged in blowing np the ships and 
“ arsenals of a friendly power, or in incit- 
“ ing other people to blow them up.” Don­ 
ovan, or Rossa as he calls himself, has de­ 
clared that he was cognizant of the means 
taken to destroy the British sloop of-war 
Dotterel, and that he knew of the origin of 
the explosion on board M. M. S. Triumph 
on the Pacific coast. 
H e has said that he 
was engaged in the manufacture and dis­ 
tribution of dynamite bombs and other 
infernal machines for 
the 
destruction, 
wholesale and retail, of the Saxons. 
It 
is 
poseible 
no 
doubt 
that 
the 
man 
is a phenomenal liar, but since the British 
Admiralty are said to have reached the 
conclusion that the loss of the Dotterel 
ovas due to the explosion of an infernal 
machine, and since unquestionably similar 
attempts have been made elsewhere, it is 
also possible that he is as great a scoundrel 
as he represents himself to be. 
In either 
ea3e he would be a very unfortunate selec­ 
tion for a place in the N ew York Custom- 
hou-e, and inasmuch as he has frequently 
boasted that he was making from five to 
ten thousand dollars a year out of his dia­ 
bolical contrivances, it is difficult to under­ 
stand what he can want with an office- 
Such a man is a discredit to whatever coun­ 
try he affiliates with, in truth, and no 
Government can afford, if it values its own 
reputation, to have anything to do with his 
kind.

Chicago express ; 
the engineer 
of the 
leading locomotive ; the conductor of the 
same train ; the engineer of the Tarrytown 
train ; the Superintendent of the New 
York Central, and the officers and man­ 
agers of the N ew York Central and Hud­ 
son River Railroad Company ; are declared 
guilty of “ criminal carelessness and eul- 
“ pable negligence in the performance of 
“ their duties 
connected with said rail- 
“ roads.” 
This is what may be called a 
scattering verdict. 
It is so comprehensive 
that we are afraid it will produce no effect 
at all. 
The jury are no doubt right in 
affirming that there is no excuse for such 
a disaster as that of S¡;uyten Duyvil, how­ 
ever. 
For it is perfectly true that the 
occurrence of that accident showed not only 
the grossest carelessness on the part of sub­ 
ordinate employes (notably the brakeman 
and conductor of the Chicago express), 
bnt it also showed that the management of 
the road is behind the most careful and 
best tested preventive arrangements of sci 
entitle railroading, 
Had the block system 
been in use on the road, such an aocident 
could not have occurred, and there can be 
no question that it is the duty of every 
management to apply the block system 
wherever there exists a heavy traffic. 
In 
this case negligence of a very aggravated 
character was shown, aud the accident 
not only need not, but ought not, to have 
been possible. 
There is therefore no palli­ 
ation for it, but the Coroner's jury would 
probably have produced more practical 
effect had they not sought to hold all the 
officers of the company equally responsi­ 
ble. 


GUITEAU’S LAST 
“ ADDRESS.” 


W e sincerely wish that the Eastern press 
had common sense enough to refrain from 
publishing the disgusting effusions which 
Guiteau is so fond of preparing, and the 
printing of which fills him with vain­ 
gloriousness and gratified vanity. It seems 
to us that the American people have some 
rights, and that one of them is to be pro­ 
tected against this kind of outrage.

It has been well known for 
many years that he has never been in sym ­ 
pathy with the Emperor on that head, and 
that he admires the English monarchical 
system as the best model of that kind of 
Government extant. 
Of course it by no 
means follows that he would retain this 
theory after monnting the throne. 
All 
history shows that the policy of the Heir 
Apparent is naturally very different from 
that of the Reigning Sovereign. 
Nearly 
all heirs are liberal, 
while 
nearly all 
sovereigns are conservative. 
It is there­ 
fore qnite possible that this may b t the 
case with Frederic W illiam, and yet the 
alleged exclusion of the Crown Prince 
from the Imperial conneils may also be 


interpreted as indicating a more serious 
distrust of his politics than conld be justi­ 
fied if they were merely the loose-hanging 
theories of the heir. 
Y et if Bismarck 
and his master dare not trust the Crown 
Prince in a matter of this kind, the pre­ 
sumption is that when he comes to the 
throne the people of Germany will find 
him disposed to adopt a far more liberal 
amd enlightened policy than he is at all 
likely to inherit.

Member from Beaver—Mr. Speaker, I 
want to introduce a pound bill. 
The Speaker—All right. 
If it’s a good 
bill there won’t be no objection. 
Pass it 
right up. 
Tne bill was accordingly “ passed right 
up.” aud the Speaker, putting on his spec­ 
tacles, read it over very carefully, 
the 
reading oceupying about ten minutes. 
“ AU right,” he said, finally. 
“ I guess ! 
it’s a good bill. 
Mr. Cierk, read it to the ! 
Hmise.” 
The Clerk took the bill, but having some • 
writing to do, merely remarked : “ That’ll 
be all right,” and laid the bill down on the ; 
table, but within reach iu case it was ever 
wanted. 
The members went on writing for about Í 
fifteen minutes, when the author of the 
bill, getting impatient, called for it and the 
Clerk read it. 
The bill provided that cattle, horses, 
goats and poultry should be impounded 
when caught running loose. 
After the ! 
reading the author did not know what mo­ 
tion to make, and so it was laid down again 
for a while, when some one rose up with : 
“ I move we suspend the rules and pass ; 
the bill.” 
At this the man who had 
fought the introduction of ruleB, sprang up ■ 
with : 
“ You’ve agreed 
to have rules, 
and 
now you’ve got to stick to ’em. 
I move 
we don’t suspend a rule.” 
“ Can’t we suspend part of the rules ?” 
queried another. “ That is, just enough to 
let the bill pass, and let the rest stand in 
case we needed ’em." 
At this there was not a smile anywhere, 
and a wrangle began as to what particular 
rules it would be necessary to suspend 
in order to insure the passage of the bill. 
As the bill seemed to be in a fair way to 
pass, some one asked how a policeman or a 
sheriff’ could catch poultry, and it was re­ 
ferred to the Judiciary Committee to see if 
such a law would hold water. 
The Chap­ 
lain pronounced the benediction aud the 
House adjourned. 


NO LOBBYISTS IN ZION. 
One peculiar feature of the legislative ses­ 
sion is the absence of the lobbyist. The oc­ 
cupation of the “ promoter ” is gone, all the 
lobbying necessary being done by John 
Taylor and a few of his aids. 
The bills 
necessary for the welfare of Zion are 
framed months before the session meets 
and fully discussed in the Grand Council 
Chamber of the Mormon Church. 
They are 
then handed to some of the members, and 
slide through the Legislature like a greasy 
polygamist through the Endowment House. 
No man ever thinks of voting against a 
1 bill once introduced, for no bill 16 ever 
heard of which has not been first sanctioned 
by the church. 
If some member from the 
rural districts frames a hill he carries it to 
John 
Taylor, 
and if the

He is practically the Governor 
of the Territory, yet the regular Governor 
has the vetoing power, and no bill can be­ 
come a law without his signature.

LOCAL INTELLIGENCE. 


THE CITY SUED. 
An action has been brought in the United 
States Circuit Court of the Ninth District 
of California, by Theodore LeK -y, an alien, 
against the city of Sacramento, to recover 
$10,75* I »r ¿.at* due coupons upon the bonds 
of the funded debt of the city, with interest 
on about one-fourth of the amount sued for 
from January 1, 1878. Whether this is a 
claim for legal interest, or at the rate ex­ 
pressed in tbe bonds from which the coupons 
are cut, is not clear from the papers which 
were served yesterday on Mayor Brown. 
The suit is for interest—one fourth from 1878, 
one-fourth from 1870, one-fourth from 1880 
a .d the remaining one-f u th from 1881 
The amount of bonds I,-Roy represents 
is between $-15,000 and -$40,000. There are 
two issues involved in this action by LeRoy. 
Ha has not sued upon any coupons barred 
by the statute of limitations ; that is, none 
were sued upon that were due prior to 1878 
It is settled, in the opinion of competent 
authority, that detached coupons are barred 
by the statute according to the terms thereof, 
to wit, in four years in California. This 
opinion is based on a decision of the Supreme 
Court ojf he United States reported iu 20th 
Wallace Reps. 
The second issue is as to whether detached 
coupons, after becoming due, bear interest. 
Thera ia a decision, or a dictum at leadt, of 
the Suprema Court of the United States, 
that they do bear interest. That matter is 
one of great importance to this city. If it is 
so finally held, this city will h ?ve to pay, on 
an average, two and a had years interest 
upon about $300 000 worth of coupons out­ 
standing and not in the hands of the Fund 
Coiumiesiuuers of the city. 
The preseut suit is presumed to be a test of 
th- re two issues. It is known that there are 
a number of other suits brought, but service 
has not been made except in this case. It 
was understood overa year ago that these 
claims were to be sued upon as a matter of 
precaution, and to hold the city to its agree­ 
ment made over a year ago that it would pay 
one year’s interest on the bonds in June of 
each year, in which case the suits were not to 
be pressed. In June of last year the city 
paid the coupons falling due iu 1877. It is 
now to be apprehended that as this suit has 
been pressed, the others may be also. It is 
the opinion of the Commissioners that this 
trouble would not have come about, and that 
no suits would have been pu-h:d, had it not 
been for tho threats made iu certain quarters 
that tbe cit.y might, or could, or should, in 
effect, repudiate the whole debt—this idea, it is 
believed by the Commissioners, operated upon 
the bondholders, with the result now stated. 
It is doubtful, acc r ling to some authorities, 
whether this suit can be maintained to the 
United ¡States Court- : but there seems to be 
no doubt that a suit may be maintained 
against the city to compel payment of inter­ 
est. The present is a simple action against 
the city for the money due. 
There is a 
clause iu the funding law under which the 
debt of tbe city was funded, providing how 
the money shall be collected to pay these 
coupons, and also providing that no suit or 
attachment shall ever be brought against 
the city to enforce the payment of the cou­ 
pons. 
Ii may be (but it is doubt­ 
ful), that the present action, in the 
face of that law, cannot be maintained 
iu the United States Court. But it is the 
opiuion i f lawyers that there is no question 
but that an appropriate proceeding might be 
had in a proper Court to compel the City 
Trustees to do their duty in the performance 
of their part of the contract; to wit, the col­ 
lection and payment of a specific tax, which 
the Act itself points out, and declares shall be 
set apart for the payment of these coupons. 
For a year pa-1 the city has kept this con­ 
tract, except iu one small particular, and 
which is of so little importance that the cred­ 
itors d> not om plaio of it; that is, the 
money from the water-works is not set apart, 
as the creditors claim, in the amount required 
by the law. It is surmised that the reason 
the actions referred to having been brought, 
and the present one pushed, is found iu the 
fear of the creditors that the city might, under 
renewed importuuities, be induced the coming 
spring to repudiate the arrangement made 
last y-ar regarding the payment of the cou­ 
pons' of 1S78—as it might do.

his residence on Tenth street, between N and 
O streets. For a long time Tenth street, 
from N street southerly, has been in a de­ 
plorable condition, for want of grading. It 
has been a succession of hills and hollows, of 
high and low places, of : ullies and ruts, of 
pit-falls and swamps. The city authorities 
have betn unable to put the street, from N 
street out, in good condition, because without 
consent of the property-owners along the line 
nothing could be done, and the necessary 
number of consenting owners has never been 
secured of one mind for a sufficient length of 
time to enable a Street Commissioner to 
clinch the matter. Some of the owners, 
however, have grown tired of waiting, and 
have improved the street in front of their 
lots and brought it up to the grade. The 
most recent of these improvements is that 
first mentioned. Mr. Cadwalader has just 
had the street brought up to the grade from 
the corner of N along th» east side of Tenth, 
south, almost to the alley. This grade has 
been thickly coated with “ clinkers,” furnace 
refuse, mairing a smooth, hard and good 
road-way. That section is now the best bit 
of street south oí N street, aud the example 
of this aud some other property-owners is, it 
is hoped, operating with good effect upon 
those who have heretofore resisted the effort 
to have the street put in good order. 
V a n d a lism .—During the past few weeks 
there has been a species of vandalism going 
ou iu this city that is unprecedented. Nightly 
there have been parties going fron. place to 
place tearing caps off of fence posts, unhing­ 
ing gates and depositing them in the muddy 
streets, tearing down signs, breaking win­ 
dows, defacing doors, and otherwise destroy­ 
ing the property of citizens living on the out­ 
skirts of the city. The amount of property 
thus destroy- d since the 1st of January will 
aggregate $1.5110. 
The police are on tbe 
alert, a special detective has been detailed to 
investigate the matter, and no doubt but that 
the offending parties will be arrested, prose­ 
cuted and be sentenced to the full extent of 
the law. It would be gratifying to tbe pub­ 
lic generally to see those parties who have 
no self respect, and entertain no respect for 
the rights and property of others, sentenced 
to the chain-gang, and compelled to wear a 
ball and chain for a long term, to clean the 
streets for the balance of the year. 
S chool V isita t io n.—A party of educators 
yesterday visited the High School and Gram­ 
mar Schools, to observe the methods pursued. 
The party corsisted of State Superintendent 
Campbell. Superintendent of Instruction for 
Oregon Powell, City Superintendent Laine, 
County Superintendent Augustine of Marin. 
Air. Powell intends to visit all the grades of 
the city schools before he leaves the city. 
The visitors are understood to have been 
much gratified with yesterday’s inspection.

T he O rovflle M urder T ria l—Evidence all 
iu and Arguments Commenced. 
O roville, January 27ih.—The evidence in 
the Sproul case closed at 2 p. m . to-day, and 
the opening argument was made by Major 
Jones, Assistant District Attorney, who was 
followed by Mrs. Gordon. The Court-room 
was crowded to its utmost capacity, among 
whom were many ladies. The Court ad­ 
journed before Mrs. Gordon completed her 
argument. She will conclude to-morrow, and 
be followed by Judge Keardan, and District 
Attorney Gale will close the case. 
The defendant was put on the stand to-day 
in his own defease, and he told the whole 
story of his married life audtbe wrongs termi­ 
nating in the terrible tragedy, with such 
simple earnestness and with such convincing 
force of its truth that the entire audience, 
including the Judge, jury and members of the 
bar, were very visibly affected, and tears 
stood in many eyes. Had the case been at 
once submitted without argument, it is the 
almost unanimous expression that the jury 
would hsva returned au immediate verdict of 
not guilty. The evidence for the defense dis­ 
closed that the character of the defendant np 
to the time of this terrible tragedy had been 
unimpeachable and bis domestic life a happy 
and pleasant one. He is a man of tine 
literary attainments, and the author of a 
large volume, entitled “ The Mysteries, or 
Mental Philosophy of the Bible,” which 
work was submitted in evidence. 


(Inmliler SUol anil k illed by a Horse 
Trainer. 
San J o se, J anuary 27th.—At 4:30 o’clock 
this afternoon Rodolpho Buelna, a gambler, 
better known a s '‘Limber Jim ,” was shot 
and killed at the Mint saloon, on Santa Clara 
street, by P. J. Widiams, a well-known horse 
trainer and jockey. 'Three years ago Buelna 
and Williams had a difficulty in the Dividend 
saloon on First street, aui Williams threw 
him down and dragged him about the fl or. 
Ever since, when under the influence of 
liquor, Buelna has made threats to kill 
Williams. 
This afternoon, at 3 o’clock, 
Buelna, who had been drinking heavily 
for two days, went into the Mint saloon 
and asked to borrow a pistol of Alex. Gra­ 
ham, one of the proprietors. Graham re­ 
fused to give him one, and went out. Soon 
afterwards Buelna opened the drawer, took 
out the pistol and went around to Givens 
George’s saloon, on First street, where Will­ 
iams had been acting as bartender. On en­ 
tering the saloon he abused Williams, but 
was taken out on the sidewalk. He renewed 
his abuse, and said he would “ cook Will­ 
iams’ goose” if he 
would come 
out. 
Two men 
had hold of ‘Buelna while 
he was delivering his talk, and Williams 
therefore paid no attention to him. Some 
twenty minutes afterwards WTilliams armed 
himself and went to the Mint saloon. Buel­ 
na in the meantime had returned to his place, 
and the barkeeper had taken the pistol away 
from him. Friends advised Williams not to 
go in, as Buelna was there ; but he refused 
to listen to their advice, and on entering the 
saloon found Buelna leaning against the 
bar. 
With the remark, “ So yon have 
been looking for me?” Williams drew 
his 
pistol 
and 
fired 
three 
shots, 
alt 
taking effect, one in the left breast just over 
the heart. Buelna fell to the floor and ex­ 
pired instantly. Williams went to the City 
Hall and gave himself up. An inquest will 
be held to-morrow. Buelna was 40 years of 
age, and a native of Mexico. 
He has borne 
a rough character for years. Williams stands 
well in the community._

San Jose, January 27th.—For two days 
past WellB, Fargo & Co.’s detectives and of­ 
ficers from San Francisco, San Mateo, Santa 
Clara, Santa Cruz and Monterey counties 
have been scouring the couutry from San 
Francisco to Salinas City in search of George 
B. Lytle, alias Dick Fellows, alias Dick 
Perkins, the most daring and expert single­ 
handed stage robber this State has ever 
knowD. Since July last ha has omm itted 
stage robberies in the counties of Monterey, 
Santa Barbara and San Luis Obispo, and has 
relieved Wells, Fargo & Co.’s treasure-boxes 
of raaD y thousands of dollars. His last ex 
ploit was on the 13th of this month, in rob­ 
bing the Soledad stage, in Monterey county. 
On Monday he was traced to Pescadero, 
Tuesday 
to 
Spanishtowo, Thursday to 
San 
Mateo. 
Detectives 
Coffee 
and 
Stone, 
of 
San 
Francisco, with 
over 
twenty Constables, Sheriffs, 
and 
police 
officers, have been following him up since 
yesterday. This afternoon he was arrested 
at Contes’ ranch, Mayfield, by C. Van Buren, 
and turned over to Constable Burke, of Santa 
Clara, to brÍDg to the County Jail at San 
Jose. Burke arrived here on the 6:30 p. M. 
train to-day, and got out of a street car with 
his prisoner on First street, opposite the 
Arguello House. 
He took Lytle into a 
saloon to get a drink, and coming nut Lytle 
made a break and ran down St. John street, 
speedily distancing Burke.

Mrs. Susan Green committed 
suicide 
Thursday by cutting her throat with a razor. 
It is supposed delirium tremens caused her 
to do the deed. 
Among the local political movements of the 
day was a gathering Thuisday evening ot the 
former leaders of the Workingmen’s party to 
organize for the coming campaign. 
George Markel fell down stairs at the 
Bella Union Theater, Thursday, and nearly 
tore one of his thumbs from his hand by 
catching on a rough piece of timber. 
The large shipment of Mexican dollars 
Thursday has left the market somewhat bare. 
At the same time there is no <i»mand, and 
the quotations are nominal at 891c bid and 
90c asked. 
It is reliably repor’ed that the Central 
Pacific Railroad Company has purchased the 
St. Ignatius College property ou Market 
street, opposite the Baldwin Hotel. 
The 
price paid is stated to be $1.000,000, although 
8800,000 is probably nearer the fact. 
Sailors for deep-water vessels sre again 
scarce at. this port, and at least four English 
wheat ships are now lying in the stream 
awaiting a full complement of men. 
The 
ruling rate of wages for sailors on these 
vessels is $25 per month and $75 advance. 
The old American ship Ericssou has been 
making a fine trip of twenty-eight days from 
Shanghai to Victoria, said to be the best on 
record. The Ericsson will be remembered as 
the steamer on which the caloric engine was 
tiied. Since then ehe has been under sail. 
Judge Halsey issued an attachment Thurs­ 
day against ex-Public Administrator Doolan, 
in consequence ot his failure to appear in 
Court in answer to a citation requiring him 
to show eauae why he had neglected to turn 
over to ex-Public Administrator Reynolds 
81,748 belonging to the estate of George H. 
Hermann. 
The attachment was made re­ 
turnable on the 2d of next month. 
The San Francisco Stock Board has under 
consideration a proposition to put wheat ou 
its cali list. A canvass of the mtmbers shows 
quite a divided opinion about the matter. 
The whole question has been referred to a 
committee, and this committee is now inves­ 
tigating the subject, and is seeking informa­ 
tion concerning the business of selling wheat 
options at Chicago and at other points. From 
the composition of the committee it is ex­ 
pected that it will report favorably. 
Just after the ferryboat Oakland had en­ 
tered her slip at the foot of Market street 
Thursday night, and while the passengers 
were disembarking, a well-dressed man arose 
from a seat in the ladies’ cabin, walked rap­ 
idly out to the upper deck at the stern of the 
boat, and jumped overboard. 
A boat was 
lowered and an unsuccessful search made for 
the body of the suicide. 
He was of respect­ 
able appearance, apparently about 35 years 
old, and was dressed in a dark suit of clothes. 
No further clue.to hiB identity was obtained. 
There was a full meeting of the Executive 
Committee of the League of Freedom Thurs­ 
day evening, at which the affairs of the 
League were represented by the Secretare, 
Mr. liuhlert, to be in a satisfactory condi­ 
tion, as well as those of the branch Leagu, s 
organized in some of the principal towns of 
the State. Mauy new members are joining, 
and the wholesale traders and merchants in 
different lines were giving substantial aid and 
encouragement. All members arrested had 
been promptly hailed, and their cases when 
brought to trial wonld be attended to by the 
League. Those engaged in any legitimate 
trade or business whatsoever, and subject to 
arrest under the Sunday law, it was now un­ 
derstood, could join the League and be pro­ 
tected by it, and many were availing them» 
selves of the privilege. 
The Pacific Mail steamship City of Peking 
is at present undergoing extensive repairs 
and some material changes at the mail com­ 
pany’s dock, having been in continuous ser­ 
vice for six years. The main deck, embrac­ 
ing an area of 20,000 square feet, is being 
constructed entire of iron, three-quarter inch 
plates being used for the purpose. That por­ 
tion cf the Bpar deck formerly built of wood 
is also being made of iron. Bulkheads are 
also being strengthened. These changes and 
repairs, it is expected, will greatly improve 
the 6hip. The estimated cost of these changes 
is placed at $100,000, and it is believed that 
it will take three months to finish the work. 
Five years ago the City of Tokio, a sister 
ship of the Peking, was overhauled pretty 
much in the same way, and several thousand 
additional rivets placed in her outside floating.

machine weighs only abont a gram, or fif­ 
teen grains, and is entirely covered by an 
ordinary thimble. 
The stroke of the piston 
is a little over two millimeters or one and 
one-half inch, and its diameter is some­ 
thing lesB than a millimeter and a half. 
Nevertheless, it is built of 140 distinct 
pieces fastened together by 52 screws, and 
three drops of water suffice to fill the boiler 
and set the toy mechanism in motion.
